other needed attention at

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MONEY FOR T H E BIRDS 
CONFIRMING R E C E N T ru m o rs that un­ 
em ployment compensation funds have been 
used by other dep artm en ts of the federal 
government, it 1s now revealed th a t $1.25 
billion of such funds have been spent by 
the government in that m a n n e r. 
A bill has been introduced in Congress 
which would put a stop to this practice. 
Under the term s of the m e a su re $50 mil­ 
lion would be kept in reserve in the nation­ 
al treasury, and the surplus returned to the 
various states, to be ad m in istered under 
state control. 
The bill is opposed by the a d m in istra ­ 
tion. which wants to keep the m oney in 
Washington. When b u re a u c ra ts go hog wild 
in spending taxpayers* m oney they seem 
to proceed on the slogan, “ Here a re un­ 
spent funds, let’s put them in circulation.” 


Millions of workers h ave found comfort 
in the knowledge that they have been in­ 
sured against unem ploym ent, and will en­ 
joy retirem ent benefits through their pay­ 
roll deductions and the generosity of e m ­ 
ployers. To squander these funds for other 
purposes is inexcusable. 
There is little hope that the $1.25 billion 
will be recovered, but there should be no 
additional diversion of funds. 


EASY WITH THAT SWITCH! 
SOME DAY T H E R E will be a g reat r e ­ 
bellion. It will be the long-awaited revolt 
of the anim al kingdom against m ankind— 
at least against that portion of m ankind 
using electrical devices to confine, scare 
off. and even kill various critters. 
Among the first to retaliate m a y be the 
pigeons of Philadelphia. T here’s a plan to 
keep them from roosting on City Hall. An 
“ electrified grill” on the ledges will give 
them w hat can only be described as the 
hot-foot. This is certain to m ake the pig­ 
eons verv angry. 
-The revolt of cows and horses that own­ 
ers have sought to confine within electric 
fences is long overdue. 
But perhaps the most horrid retaliation 
m a v come from the infect world. T a k e 
those special denth-ray lam ps that frizzle 
night-flying bugs on the wing. Sooner or 
la ter the process of mutation m ay develop 
a breed of mosquitoes that will chew holes 
in the glass bulb, devour the red-hot fila­ 
m e n ts inside, and then look around for the 
fellow who pulled that trick on them. 


F ascism is a principle of the control of 
society by the direct intervention of gov­ 
ernm ent in the affairs of men. It narrow s 
the limits of h u m a n freedom by m aking d e­ 
cisions which in a free society are re g a rd ­ 
ed as the province of the individual, not of 
the state. 


F ascism , in its num erous variations, was 
a direct response to the confusions of the 
a fte rm a th of w ar. World War I did not open 
the world, a s Woodrow Wilson had expect­ 
ed. to an increased acknowledgment of h u ­ 
m an freedom s; rather it produced revolu­ 
tion, the o v erturn of long-established gov­ 
e r n m e n t s , and finally the seizure of power 
by oligarchies in the form of dictatorial po­ 
litical parties. F a sc ism in Italy elevating 
I Mussolini, N azism in G erm an y elevating 
Hitler, Bolshevism in Russia ultim ately 
elevating Stalin after a struggle for power 
within the oligarchy, the rise of the Com- 
m unist-Kuom intang power in China out of 
which Chiang Kai-shek e m e rg e d —all these 
and m any m o re such uprisings w ere re ­ 
sponses to disorder, to a need for tighten­ 
ing the reins of governm ental power 
at 
tile cost of h u m a n freedom. They were ef­ 
forts to restore order but on the basis of 
the enslavem ent of the population to the 
authority of those who had m anaged to con­ 
trol the state. 


J 
The first a tte m p t a t dealing with A m e r­ 
ican problem s in this m anner w as the pres­ 
entation to H e rb e rt Hoover of a m e m o r a n ­ 
dum on a way to handle the A m erican d e ­ 
pression by le a d e rs of the C h a m b e r 
of 
C om m erce of the United States. Concerned 
in this w ere H enry I, H arrim an, Myron C. 
Taylor, Owen D. Young, and G e r a r d 
Swope, as I recall it. Mr. Hoover turned 
this m e m o r a n d u m down as Fascistic, as 
an A m erican adaptation of F ascism . Hoov­ 
e r’s office m e m o ra n d u m , written at t h e 
time, said: 
. In fact, if such a thing w ere ever 
done, it m e a n s the decay of A m erican in­ 
dustry from the day this schem e is born, 
because one cannot stabilize prices w ith­ 
out protecting obsolete plants and inferior 
m anagem ents. It is the most gigantic pro­ 
posal of monopoly ever m ade in history.” 
Subsequently, this plan b ec a m e the NRA, 
symbolized by the Blue Eagle. The NRA 
sought to organize m a n a g e m e n t into trad e 
associations, the w orkers into unions, with 
the governm ent as the final voice. 
This institution was thrown out by t h e 
Supremo Court as a violation of the Consti­ 
tution. The W agner Act w as substituted, the 
National Labor Relations Board was c re a t­ 
ed, and the La Follette C om m ittee w a s 
used to frighten off opposition. 
Out of these beginnings, a system devel­ 
oped which m ade the G overnm ent the third 
and determining factor in all industrial re­ 
lations. Bureaus were set up, staff was em- 
) ployed on a p e rm a n e n t c a re e r basis 
to

DIET AND HEALTH 


New Uses For Familiar Drug 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDISEN, M.D. 


PROCAINE is turning up In sev­ 
eral new and different roles. It 
may play an Important part In 
the future control of certain pub­ 
lic disasters. 
Most people are familiar with 
this drug in the form of the novo­ 
caine given when they had a tooth 
extracted; or, perhaps, It was the 
local anesthetic the doctor used 
when he stitched a bad cut. 


Injection Into Vein 
Doctors are now learning the 
benefits of injecting procaine into 
the blood stream through a vein. 
They have used it in this way for 
certain nerve ailments, and as a 
mild anesthetic to relieve distress 
after an operation. 
Procaine by vein has also been 
suggested In major public disas­ 
ters which m ight produce many 
cases of blood loss leading to 
shock Many of these cases would 
call for blood transfusions, In 
others, however, a procaine injec­ 
tion In a vein would control the 
shock condition and avoid com­ 
plications from blood transfu­ 
sions as well. 
Kidney Failure 
Severe injuries, shocks, or bum s 
can also lead to kidney failure, 
which can prove fatal. Here again, 
procaine is a safeguard. 
Injuries of this kind cause small 
blood clots to form In the very 
fin# tubes which make up the k id -1 


neys. This, in turn, keeps the 
kidneys from producing enough 
urine to carry off the waste poi­ 
sons of the body. The person m ay 
die through poisoning him self. 
The injection of procaine Into 
a vein sometimes prevents this 
dangerous complication. If It has 
already begun, the procaine can 
keep It from progressing to a dan­ 
gerous degree. At the same time, 
the drug helps the shock condi­ 
tion by relieving any severe pain 
caused by the injury. 


Carbon Monoxide Poisoning 
Most people have heard of the 
dangers of carbon monoxide poi­ 
soning from auto exhausts and 
poor ventilation. Victims of large 
fires also run a risk from carbon 
monoxide. It Is reported that pa­ 
tients who failed to improve after 
severe carbon monoxide poison­ 
ing made rapid recovery on re­ 
ceiving injections of procaine into 
the veins. 
Thus, the drug w hich has been 
such a boon to the individual in 
the dentist’s chair, prom ises to 
serve us as well in a public crisis 
should it occur. 
QUESTIONS ANO ANSWERS 
M. P.: Do all diabetics neces­ 
sarily have to take insulin? 
Answer: Many cases of d ia­ 
betes can be controlled by diet. 
However, w hether insulin is nec­ 
essary in any individual case de­ 
pends upon th e severity of the 
disease.

The strike was subordinated 
to government

is legalistically different from a r­ 
bitration, but which, in application, 
comes to much the same thing 
with a government official as the 
third party. The vast governmental 
public relations service developed 
a favorable atmosphere. 
Among labor leaders, the only 
one who fully recognized the men­ 
ace of this development has 
been 
John L. Lewis, who has steadily 
opposed the destruction of the free 
dom of the American labor move 
ment 
by 
a 
Fascistically-minded 
government. 
Lewis has. at times, taken steps 
vshich produced a violently antag­ 
onistic response among the people. 
Many have felt that Lewis was 
overbearing and implacable. 
But 
this must be said for him: he has 
never submitted to Fascistic con­ 
trols; he risked his union and his 
own leadership, but he did not risk 
the loss of the right of direct col 
lective bargaining. 
The recent action of President 
Truman in seizing the steel indus­ 
try is part of this Fascistic pat­ 
tern. It is in line with the doctrine 
that the Government, not the peo­ 
ple, is paramount. 
He may give 
the workers a wage increase 
If his doctrine of ‘ inherent pow­ 
ers” is upheld, 
he could on the 
same grounds lower wages, 
in­ 
crease hours, impose a speed-up, 
institute Stakhanovism. or do any­ 
thing he pleased. There can be no 
collective bargaining with a gov­ 
ernment, and a strike could be de 
dared by edict to he a revolution.

precedent, once established, 
can and often has been used for 
distant purposes.
